This construction contract provides for wastewater improvements within the Little Walnut Creek
wastewater collection basin. This portion of new interceptor will be constructed in the creek bed,
downstream of the right-of-way of US Highway 183. These improvements will be part of several
contiguous projects in Little Walnut Creek that are intended to replace aging and deteriorated wastewater
conveyance systems, and thereby eliminate the potential for wastewater overflows. This project will
connect to a similar upstream project and a tunnel project downstream that are now in construction. This
project is part of the Austin Water Utility’s Austin Clean Water Program (ACWP), and was developed to
respond to the requirements of the Environmental Protection Agency’s Administrative Order regarding
sanitary sewer overflows,

The proposed improvements include the installation of 1,200 linear feet of 42-inch wastewater interceptor
and 5 manholes, and restoration of the stream bed and bank. Due to the potential for unknown subsurface
conditions and utility crossings, a 5% contingency in funding has been included to allow for the
expeditious processing of any future change orders. The contract allows 180 working days for
completion of this project. The project is anticipated to begin in the summer of 2005 and end in the spring
of 2006.

Bid documents were distributed to six (6) general contractors. Bids were opened on April 7, 2005.
McLean Construction, Ltd. submitted the lowest of 2 bids received:
